Authority 


The University of Alberta operates under the authority of The Universities 
Act, Chapter 378, Revised Statutes of Alberta, 1970. 


Summary of Significant Accounting Policies and Reporting Practices 
(a) General 


These financial statements have been prepared in accordance with 
generally accepted accounting principles except for the following: 


- No depreciation has been recorded on fixed assets. (Note 2(e)) 

- Trust fund expenditures are on a cash basis. (Note 2(c)) 

- Fixed assets funded by equipment replacement reserves are not 
capitalized. (Note 2(d)) 

- Certain operating and trust fund expenditures are capitalized. 
(Note 2(d)) 

- Killam Estate trust investments on hand at August 31, 1977 
are stated at market value. (Notes 2(g), 10) 

- Payments of principal on long-term debt are charged to 
operations of ancillary departments. (Note 2(h)) 


(b) Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the University are maintained in accordance with 
principles of fund accounting, a procedure by which resources for 
various purposes are classified for accounting and reporting purposes 
in relation to specified activities or objectives. 


For financial reporting purposes, accounts with similar characteristics 
have been combined into the following major fund groupings: 


- Operating funds 
- Capital funds 
- Trust funds 


(c) Accounting for Accruals 


The University generally follows the accrual basis of accounting. 
Certain exceptions have been adopted and are detailed as follows: 


(i) Student fees for the Winter Session which apply to April and 
May are not treated as deferred revenues but are recorded as 
revenues of the fiscal year ended March 3lst. 


(d) 


(ii) The costs of certain term appointments extending into April 
and May are accounted for as salaries payable and expenses 
of the fiscal year ended March 3lst. 


(iii) Trust fund expenditures are on a cash basis. 
Fixed Assets 


Land, buildings and plant, including buildings under construction 

are recorded at cost. Furnishings and equipment are recorded at cost 
less proceeds of disposal. Fixed assets funded by equipment replace- 
ment reserves are not capitalized. 


Furnishings and equipment includes the cost of library books purchased 
from operating funds and equipment purchased from Trust funds. 


Depreciation 


In accordance with the accepted practice of most Canadian universities, 
no charge is made in the accounts for depreciation of fixed assets. 


Inventories 


Inventories of merchandise and supplies are valued at the lower of 
cost or net realizable value. | 


Investments 


Investments are recorded at cost or amortized cost where applicable. 
Amortization of premium or discount is calculated on a straightline 
basis from acquisition date to maturity date. 


Gains or losses on sales of investments, including any unamortized 
premium or discount, are recognized in the year of disposal, therefore 
no provision has been made to write down investments to recognize any 
declines in market value. 


As an exception to the foregoing, the Killam Estate Trust investments 
were restated to market value as at August 31, 1977, thus recording a 
net unrealized gain. Subsequent purchases have been recorded at cost. 


Ancillary Departments 


Ancillary departments provide goods and services to the university 
community and are expected to operate on a break-even basis. These 
departments are assessed most overhead costs associated with their 
Operations such as payments of principal and interest on all long- 
term debts and provisions for equipment replacement or extraordinary 
maintenance reserves.

Represents the net over or under expenditure of the library book 
budget.

Represents the net surplus on operations accumulated by the 
Provincial Laboratories of Public Health up. to and including 1968. 


Workers ' Compensation: 
Represents funds reserved for payment of costs associated with 
accidents which occurred prior to December 31, 1975, during which 
time the university maintained a self insurance program.

Note 8: Contingent Liability 


The University has a contingent liability of approximately $814 with 
respect to endorsements given to secure bank loans to assist permanent 
full-time employees in purchasing homes. 


At March 31, 1978 the University was named as defendant in various legal 
actions. No provision has been made in the accounts for direct or con- 
tingent liabilites arising from such litigation. It is not expected that 
these liabilities will exceed $300. 


Note 9: Anti-Inflation Program 


Pursuant to an agreement dated February 18, 1976 between the Government 

of the Province of Alberta and the Government of Canada, the University 
was subject to controls on compensation paid to its employees as specified 
in the Anti-Inflation Act. 


Note 10: Killam Estate Trust 


Pursuant to an agreement between the Boards of Governors of The Universities 
of Alberta and Calgary, the Killam estate investments were adjusted to 
August 31, 1977 market values. $5,061, representing one-third of the 

et etciae Killam estate endowment was transferred to The University of 
Calgary. ,
